The Delegation met with the County Commission- 
ers in Room 207 Annex at 2:30 P. M. to discuss ways 
and means of improving management of the County 
Farm. 

Matters under discussion included: Inventory of 
farm animals, machinery and tools, periodically farm 
bookkeeping; wages paid on the Farm; the selling of 
pulp wood, cattle, hogs, produce, etc. from the Farm; 
exhibiting cattle at Agricultural Fairs; boilers, heat- 
ing the main building. ; 

Moved by Brungot, seconded by Fraser, the Chair 
appointed a committee of five with power to act, to 
investigate, purchase or make recommendations in 
regard to a new boiler and the financing of same. 
Moved by Moffett, seconded by Brungot, that Hayes 
be Chairman of the Committee to act on the boiler. 
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Commissioner Weeks mentioned the need of paint- 
ing the hen-house and main barn. 

Moved by Mason seconded by Munro that copies of 
the County Budget be sent by the Commissioners to 
the Coos County Democrat, Berlin Reporter and Cole- 
brook Sentinel.

West Stewartstown, N. H. 
August 16, 1947 

Pursuant to a vote of the Delegation at a meeting 
held June 25, 1947, a meeting of the Committee of 5 
to consider the condition of the Boilers at the County 
Farm was held at the County Farm with Commission- 
ers Boulanger, Weeks, and Cryan and Supt. Converse 
on the above date. 

The Committee consisted of Hayes, Chm.; Hicks, 
Malloy, Moffett, and Munro, Clerk. 

It was apparent from the reports of Inspectors and 
the general condition of one Boiler that the replace- 
ment of this Boiler was necessary. It was stated that 
this one had been in operation for approximately 50 
years, and was beyond further repair. 

The Hodge Boiler Works, East Boston, Mass, sub- 
mitted, in writing, a contract for the installation of a 
new Boiler, slightly larger than the old one, and more 
efficent. An automotaic stoker was recommended, in 
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the interests of economy of fuel and operation; also 
an auxiliary steam generator to be installed in the 
South end of the main building, for use in the hospital 
at times when it would be inadvisable to force the 
whole system, when only Sterilization needs called 
for an additional load. 

After due consideration of the entire matter it was 
moved by Moffett, seconded by Hicks, that the sum 
of $15,000.00 be appropriated for the following pur- 
0SeS ; 

$10,600.00 for the purchase of a new Boiler from the 
Hodge Boiler Works as per their letter of July 31, 
1947, copy of which is on file with the Delegation 
records. 

$1,400.00 for renovating the Boiler House and the 
construction of a Coal Shed. 

$1,700 00 for an Auxiliary Steam Generator. 

$1,200.00 for an Automatic Stoker, to be connected 
with the new Boiler and the Supt. Converse be author- 
ized to proceed with the arrangements for the installa- 
tion of the above equipment in as economical a way 
as possible, and that a detailed account of all expenses 
be presented from time to time and upon completion 
of the work. 

The motion was carried. 

Upon motion by Moffett, seconded by Hicks, it was 
voted to authorize the Commississioners to borrow 
the sum of $15,000.00, through short term notes for 
the financing of the above, in anticipation of taxes. 

There being no further business, upon motion duly 
made and seconded the meeting adjourned.

A meeting of the Special Committee on Boilers was 
called by Chm. Hayes and held at the County Farm at 
2 P. M. October 18, 1947. Hayes, Hicks and Munro 
present, Moffett and Malloy absent. The three Com- 
missioners were present, also Supt. Converse. 

At the last meeting, August 16, 1947, certain sums 
were authorized to be spent for various items of heat- 
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ing equipment, among which was one of $1,200.00 for 
an Automatic Stoker. This amount was an estimate, 
no figures or bids having been received at the time. 

The sum of $1,700.00 was also authorized for an 
Auxiliary Steam Generator. Subsequently it was 
found that this equipment would not be necessary 
with the new Boiler. 

Two Stokers were considered; Iron Fireman, with 
a representative in Berlin and Winkler, with a repre- 
sentative in Colebrook. From statements by the Com- 
missioners the Iron Fireman was offered to them on 
August 20, 1947 @ $2,900.00. At a later date the 
Winkler was offered @ $2,800.00, presumably on Sept. 
17th when the Commissioners met, Boulanger being 
absent. Cryan, clerk read from the minutes of that 
meeting, “As Boulanger was not present we did not 
take any action on any business”. Between Sept. 17th 
and 24th the Winkler was bought for $2,700.00. 

Weeks stated that he and Cryan verbally authorized 
the purchase of the Winkler Supt. Converse stated 
that Weeks and Cryan authorized to sign an order for 
the Winkler. 

Cryan stated that he was not sure whether he auth- 
orized the purchase or not, but thought the meeting of 
August 16th of the Committee with the Commission- 
ers was sufficient, but had not read the minutes of that 
meeting which were sent to the Commissioners Office, 
Berlin, August 25, 1947. 

Weeks stated that he thought Cryan was agreeable 
to accepting the lowest bid for either Stoker. Cryan 
interrupted, saying. that he didn’t give a damn which 
- Stoker was bought. 


The fact that a Stoker was bought for $2,700.00, in- 
stead of $1,200.000 as authorized was explained only 
by the fact that, at the Aug. 16th meeting no one had 
a clear idea of the cost of the Stoker, and in order to 
expedite the work of installation before cold weather 
set in, plus the fact that the Steam Generator was not 
needed, thus freeing $1,700.00, the Stoker was bought 
without conferring with the Committee. 


It later developed that, after the Winkler was 
bought for $2,700.00 the Iron Fireman was offered 
for $2,400.00. Supt. Converse made it clear that both 
Stoker men were told to submit, at the time of offer- 
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ung, their very lowest offer to prevent haggling. The 
matter of accepting the $2,400.00 figure for the Iron 
Fireman, after the Winkler had been bought, was dis- 
cussed, but it was decided that when the County made 
a contract, even with the dissention of a minority, the 
contract should be honored. It was therefore decided 
iby Weeks and Cryan that the Winkler contract be 
honored, with Boulanger requesting that he be record- 
ed as dissenting. 
The meeting then adjourned.

Paine moved, second- 
ed by Brungot that the Sarah Corriveau Property be 
sold in the following manner; Three members of this 
County Delegation be elected from the floor to con- 
duct the sale of said property; Notice of sale of said 
property to the highest bidder, under sealed bids, for 
cash be advertised for a period of three weeks in the 
Berlin Reporter starting with the issue of December 
18th, 1947 and the sealed bids be opened in the pre- 
sence of all interested at Berlin at the County Court 
House at 11 o’clock A. M. January 6th, 1948. Motion 
carried. Following Committee was elected; Paine 
chm. Bartlett, Roy. Paine moved, seconded by Bou- 
chard, that the Commissioners have the rails replaced 
in front of the County Court House and make arrange- 
ments for parking on County land. Motion carried. 
Mason moved, seconded by Richardson that the 
Urns be returned to their original positions in front of 
the County Court Housé,as soon as_ practicable. 
Motion carried. 
Hinchey moved, seconded by Moffett to adjourn.

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Report of County Commissioners 


‘To the Citizens of Coos County: 

In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Coos Coun- 
ty herewith present their annual report including re- 
ports of the Treasurer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of 
Court, Auditors, Superintendent of County Farm and 
Chaplains for the year ending December 31, 1947. 

The following is a list of urgently needed repairs 
which were made during the last year at the County 
1,stitutions: 

1. The steps and cement walk leading to the jail 
were in a dangerous condition and have heen repaired. 

2. The metal roof over back entrance and adjoining 
kitchen, which was leaking badly and causing the 
ceilings to sag was also repaired at the same time. 

3. During the acute shortage of water the single 
phase motor on our artesian well burned out and we 
were very fortunate in getting a third wire and trans- 
former extended to the pump house to allow us to use 
our three phase portable motor with about six houurs 
supply of water remaining in reservoir. 

4. The heavy rain nearly undermined the wharfing 
and washed the cement abutment up against the barn. 
The State Highway Department was contacted and 
although the damage was entirely on county property, 
urgent repairs were immediately made thereby avert- 
ing serious damage to the highway. Agreement was 
made with the State that they would assist in putting 
up a permanent abutment and half of the little over 
$1800. Expense was taken care of by them. 

5. In the dairy it was found that our bacteria count 
was far in excess of any other milk shipper in the 
vicinity which was traced to the cooling system by the 
milk inspectors. A 12 can milk cooler was purchased 
at the price of $650. which has remedied this situation. 

6. The new hen house which was in dire need of 
painting has been painted and the upstairs, which was 
unfinished, has been floored and made available for 
poultry. 
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7. A water system has been laid from the Piggery to 
the hen-house which has eliminated the carting of 
water to that establishment. 

8. A new 4-knife corn and insilage cutter was pur- 
chased as the old 2-knife was not practical. 

9. A new lime spreader was purchased to facilitate 
the spreading of lime which the government makes 
available. 

10. The new large boiler with its Winkler Stoker is 
installed and this one boiler is taking care of the plant 
more satisfactorily and has eliminated the running 
of 2 boilers. 

11. A Turbine type of pump has also been installed 
at the expense of a little over $800. which has elimin- 
ated the burning out of the old rotary pumps which 
were unable to take care of the load. 

12. We are pleased to note that the University of 
N. H. has several hundred apple and plum seedlings 
ready for spring planting on their proposed experi- 
mental plot in the Back Pond section of County prop- 
erty. A list of vegetables to be raised for the farm 
has been requested by Mr, Foley of the University. 
We are indeed very fortunate in having their experts’ 
advice in planning an intelligent program along this 
line. The Fish and Game Department has already 
been contacted and we expect assistance from them in 
fencing the orchard area as a protection against the 
deer. 

We would also like to include a letter received 
from Mrs. Kathleen Neville, Assistant Child Welfare 
Supervisor.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, 
Section 27, of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit 
and examination of the accounts of Coos County has 
been made by the Division of Municipal Accounting 
of the State Tax Commission. The audit covered the 
fiscal years ended December 31, 1945 and December 
31, 1946. Submitted herewith is the report of this audit 
including Exhibits as hereafter listed. The report is 
made up in two sections as follows:

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records. of the County Fiscal Agent, 
County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and 
Superintendent of the County Farm and Hospital. 

FINANCIAL REPORTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A & H) 

Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years 
ended December 31, 1944-1945, and December 31, 
1945-1946, are presented in Exhibits A and H, 
respectively. As indicated therein the Net Debt de- 
creased $15,488.06 during 1945 and $23,775.21 in 1946. 

It will be noted, however, that in the Balance 
Sheet of 1946 there is included under “accounts re- 
ceivable”’ an item of $10,698.11, representing accounts 
due the hospital and farm at the close of the year, less 
a reserve for doubtful accounts. No comparable item 
appears in the Balance Sheets for 1944 or 1945 as it 
had not been the practise of the County officials to 
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determine the total amount of accounts due the hos- 
pital and farm at the close of the year.

An examination was made of all orders issued by 
the Fiscal Agent and Clerk of the Superior Court 
during the periods under review. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were likewise examined and the classifi- 
cation of expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s 
balance as of December 31, 1945 and December 31, 
1946, is indicated in Exhibits E-1 and L-1, respective- 
ly. 

CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 

The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
the Superior Court of Coos County were examined. 
Court receipts were checked by source, insofar as 
possible, and found to be properly recorded. Court 
orders issued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, 
vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a 
Superior Court Justice. 
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COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm and County Hospital were 
examined. Receipts of the Farm from the sale of milk 
and cream, livestock and produce, and from boarders 
were checked by source through the triplicate 
receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm, as well as the 
receipts of the Hospital, as recorded in the cash 
book, were properly accounted for by the Superinten- 
dent through deposits in the bank to the credit of the 
County Treasurer’s account. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures 
of the County Institutions for the year 1945 and 1946 
are presented in Exhibits F and M, respectively. A 
more detailed account of “Other Expenses and Fixed 
Charges” of County Institutions will be found in 
Exhibits F-1 and M-l1. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Refunding Notes with State Guarantee (Groveton 
Papers Company): 

The bonded debt of the County, as of December 31, 
1946, amounted to $102,000.00. In addition to the 
general indebtedness of the County, however, there 
was a contingent liability in the amount of $228,000.00, 
representing outstanding notes of the County which 
were guaranteed by the State, payable 1947-1950, in- 
clusive, at the rate of $57,000.00 a year. Offsetting 
this the County holds notes of the Groveton Papers. 
Company, secured by mortgage, in the amount of 
$228,000.00, payable in like amounts during the same 
period. 

Balance Sheets—Inclusion of Accounts Receivable of 
County Farm & Hospital: 

The inclusion of the accounts receivable at the 
County Farm and Hospital in the balance sheet of 
December 31 1946 has been heretofore referred to. 
The total of $10,698.11, was made up of: 

1945 and Prior Years’ Accounts — 1,665.75 — 16% 
1945 and Prior Years’ Accounts — 1,665.75 — 16% 

It is recommended that in the future the accounts 

receivable of the County Farm and Hospital, as of 
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December 3lst, be included as an asset item in the 
balance sheets. Because of the fact, however, that 
some of the accounts may be several years old, a re- 
serve for estimated losses on uncollectible accounts 
should be deducted from the total accounts receivable 
to obtain a net amount which may be considered a 
reasonably liquid asset. 

Berlin Wood Account: 


Summarized statements of expenditures made in 
connection with the Berlin wood account are present- 
ed in Exhibits E-2 and L-2. 

Purchases or Sales by Public Officials: 


We noted during the course of the audit a few in- 
stances of private transactions of public officials. 
Attention is therefore called to Chapter 43 of the 
Revised Laws of New Hampshire which relates to 
private transactions of public officials. Section one 
is quoted herewith: 


“(1) Public Officials Barred from Certain Private 
Dealings. No person holding a public office, except- 
ing only members of the general court, as such, for 
which remuneration in the form of wages, salary, or 
per diem is paid, in city, county, or state governmental 
service shall, by contract or otherwise, except by open 
competitive bidding, sell or buy goods, commodities, 
or other personal property of a value in excess of 
twenty-five dollars at any one sale to or from the city, 
county, or state by which said official is paid.”’ 
Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all county officials 
which were examined were found in good condition 
and the accounting procedure, with exceptions as 
noted, conformed to the standard procedure pres- 
cribed by this Division. 


In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of 
its essential features should be published in the next 
annual report of the County. This letter of transmit- 
tal should be included in its entirety. The publica- 
tions of exhibits is optional.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Tax- 
payers: 

The uncertainty of what form of county government 
we would adopt and the lateness in the adjournment 
of the Legislature resulted in our having three super- 
intendents during the past year, necessarily causing 
some confusion which could not be considered condu- 
sive to better management or the carrying out of any 
set program. 

During and for some time after our recent war, it 
was impossible to obtain parts for repairs or replace- 
ments necessary for the proper economical operation 
of an institution of this kind. For the past year many 
of these important items became available and were 
purchased and installed. This’ we believe is the major 
reason for the increased cost of operation. 

Every intelligent citizen is well aware of the de- 
creased purchasing power of a dollar and the resultant 
increase of costs in maintenance is most ovbious.

We believe that one of the most beneficial projects 
for the institution and the North Country farmer will 
derive from the University of New Hampshire’s deci- 
sion to conduct their experimental work in gardening 
and orchards on County property. Their expert ad- 
vise and experience will greatly aid us in selecting 
and producing such crops as will reduce our costs in 
this particular field and will give us a larger variety 
of fruits and vegetables. 

The advise and counsel of the Chaplains to our in- 
mates and patients is of utmost importance in assist- 
ing us to carry out the duties which are entrusted to 
us. To Father Trudel and Reverend Meakim we give 
our most sincere thanks. 
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We extend our appreciation to the various organiza- 
tions, clubs and individuals who, by their donations 
throughout the year and particularly at Christmas 
brought so much happiness and cheer to those less 
fortunate. 

For the loyalty and cooperation of doctors, nurses, 
and personnel we are most appreciative. 

Thanks to those who have encourage us in our 
endeavors.

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Chaplain’s Report 


The role of Catholic Chaplain of the Coos County 
Institutions, in W. Stewartstown, N. H., devolves up- 
on the Catholic Pastor of that town. 

The twelve Catholic Pastors of the County count 
on him to look after the spiritual welfare of their 
parishioners who are confined there. To deo so is for 
him a privilege and a sacred trust. 

He drops in the Hospital very frequently to visit 
some of his own sick parishioners and he seizes these 
occasions to chat with the County patients. These 
visits are always, for them, a source of cheerfulness 
and consolation. Those poor souls are so lonely and 
suffer so much in the secret of their own hearts! 
They see in him the Ambassador of Christ who had 
such a deep understanding, sympathy and love for the 
humble, the poor and the suffering. By telling him 
their troubles, they feel relieved and receive from him 
the cheering words of Faith. They are able, also, to 
tell him of their small needs: help in writing to a 
relative, a pair of rosary-beads, a medal, a prayer- 
book. And it is a pleasure for him to satisfy them. 

It goes without saying that he administers the life- 
giving Sacraments of Christ each time that the need 
arises. 

From time to time during the year—and always 
around Easter and Christmas—he offers the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass at the County Hospital. On 
these occasions, all the catholic inmates have the op- 
portunity of approaching the Sacraments and most of 
them do. When death calls those who have no rela- 
tives to care for them, he sees to it that they have a 
Funeral High Mass and he accompanies them to their 
final resting place in the Parochial Cemetery. At all 
times—it is very gratifying for him to note it—he has 
received on the part of the entire Hospital personnel 
only the most courteous attention and the most help- 
ful cooperation. How much he has appreciated this 
and how deeply grateful he has been for it is beyond 
the power of words to tell adequately. 
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A prayer is constantly in his heart that the tender, 
loving Christ, whose Sacred Heart went out to those 
who were sad and heavily burdened, give courage, 
consolation and hope to these, His suffering brethren 
and reward a hundredfold those who, in His spirit, 
are Good Samaritans to them.
